Seven years ago, Vhen Warren G. 


Harding was engaged in his campaign 
for the presidency, an absolute sentence 
of death was passed by him and his party 
on the League of Nations. The American 
people were told a thousand times in that 
campaign that the League was a miser- 
able failure, its early collapse certain and 
its final dissolution inevitable. It was de- 
scribed as the most portentous and per- 
nicious organization ever set up by the ' 
hand of man. The epithets hurled against 
it were limited only by the capacity to in- 
vent new ones. The literature and speech- 
es of that campaign would make strange - 
and interesting reading today. 


In the seven, years that' have"'elapsed, 


exactly the reverse of eVerytKing that was 
said or predicted of the League has" trans- 
pired. 
Some of its achievements rank 


with the greatest of diplomatic triumphs. 
If it had nothing else to. its credit but tlie 
Locarno treaties, it \Vould have plenty TO 
justify its existence,- .It...liaa-.r-brought 
France and German}- into' a relationship 
that gives greater promise of future peace 
between them than has ever existed be- 
fore. 
It has concerned itself with a 


thousand and one constructive acts for 
the reconstruction of Europe politically 
and economically. It saved; Austria from 
complete ruin, and it is d3ing|£h£ysa.ifte' 
with Hungary. 
It has safeguarded/the 


newly created Poland, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Jugo-Slavia. 
It is today recognized 


as a great world institution, which is to 
have a permanent place in fixing and 
moulding the relationships between na- 
tions. 


The League council is again in ses- 


sion, and while nothing unusual is expect- 
ed at this meeting, there is one outstand- 
ing fact in connection with it that at- 
tracts world attention. 
It is that the 


council is meeting under the presidency 
of Dr. Stresemann, foreign minister of 
Germany. 
A little over a year ago. 


Germany was still outside the League, 
ostracized by "its former enemies,' and the 
future was in doubt. Now she is not only : 
in the-League but is presiding over its 
deliberations, and the allies have sanc- 
tioned it in^the confidences of Germany's 
sincere desire for peace and" to play the 
international game squarely. 
That Aye 


have travelled a long way on the road to 
world understanding since 1918, no one 
can deny. 
The United States continues 


aloof from the League, but it casts a flir- 
tatious smile at it now and then. We have 
gone a little further than to send unof- 
' ficial observers to its conferences, and are 
beginning to cooperate. One of these days 
we may take the-:awful plunge we now 
stand on the bank; and shiver in thinking 
of.

The very year the now w. k.. not to say noted 


conductor of this column was born, an 
English 


physician (presumably a Harlcy street specialist), 
wrote that "the immense variety of measures that 
have at different times been advocated in the treat- 
ment of acute rheumatism is almost appalling. 
Bleeding, blistering, sweating, purging, calomel, 
opium, cinchona, colchicum. • antimony, aconite. 
Kuaiacum. niter and accta racemes*, (more fam- 
liar under the common name of black snakeroot or 
black cohosh) have had every virtue claimed for 
hem that the most ardent practitioner of the hcal- 
ng art could desire, and they have all had their 
day." The doctor then went on to sound a note of 
tvarning: against over Enthusiastic reception of the 
salicylates, which had just come into vogue. But 


rounded off his remarks neatly enough by say- 


ng "Neither facts nor figures should be allowed to 
damp our ardor too much." 


Today medical science recognizes only one dis- 


ease or condition as rheumatic, and even in that 
case the term rheumatic is retined not because it 
means what the old timers imagined or what many 
aymen s'till imagine, but just because the specific 
•erm which causes rheumatic fever, acute inflam- 
matory rheumatism, acute infectious arthritis, has 
not yet been positively determined. That it is a spe- 
cific infection, however, we know beyond a reason- 
able doubt. That weather or atmospheric condi- 
ions. or "exposure" or dampness have anything to 
do with this painful and dangerous disease of chil- 
dren_and young adults, we have no good reason to 
assume. 


Two investigators. Swiff and Kinsella, 10 years 


ago found a diversity .of bacteria, various types or 
strains of the notorious streptococcus, in blood cul-

really the guilty microbe is sustained • by some 
•scientific evidence, to wit, a scrum obtained from 
he blood of a horse immunized against this Strep- 
ococcus cardioarthritidis (in the same way that

eafness; .the.conservation of hearing,; 
nd the rehabilitation of the deafened. 
Experts who; ought to know" what 
hey are talking about say that so- 
iety does not show the consideration 
t should to those unfortunates who 
ose their hearing, partially or totally, 
plendid care is taken of the deaf- 
hose who are born deaf and those 
vho lose their hearing before they 
earn to talk — 'but the deafened 
re .neglected. In this connection it 
hould be explained that, there is 'a 
ifference between the deaf and the 
eafcned, just as there 
is between 


he blind and the blinded. The deaf 
nd the blind are those' who have 
lever known the use of the faculties 
ndicated, while the deafened and the 
linded are those who have lost some- 
hing they have 'once had. Physicians 
nd teachers agree that the latter are 
he more unhappy and the more un- 
ortunate. 


While deafness is not regarded as 
crious as blindness in its effect upon 
he social and economic life of the-in- 
dividual, ,it does seem in many in- 
stances to have a far* more depressing 
phychological effect. The comment is 
'requently heard, tha'. the blind seem 
so much more • cheerful. than 
the 


deafened. The explanation that has 
been'offered,'and generally accepted 
s that every time you speak to a 
blind man you help him to forget his 
misfortune, .while every 
time 
you 


speak to a deafened man-you remind 
lim of his. Thus it is that the. doaf 
ened often shun companionship and 
grow morbid and "touchy." 


LACK OF SOCIAL WORK 


In view of the seriousness of thii 


handicap it is surprising to knov 
how little social work has been done 
for the 'deafened up until a. very re 
cent date. Until Kovember. 1910, then 
was not a single organization in thi 
United formed to do anything to al 
leviate deafness, acquired in adul 
life. Then the New York League fo 
tho Hard of Hearing was organize 
by Edward B. Nitchie, one of th

At the fairs last fall Mr. Metzler 


showed 24 cattle, 108 sheep, 50 hogs, 
and his flock of goats and he won a 
string of threaded blue and red rib- 
bons 20 feet long.

is that lots of new recruits are now 
coming into his enclosures and are 
having a hard time of it to keep track 
of their mothers.

NO FOOT-AND-MOUTH 


GURE1NJUARANTINE 


European Method Ineffective 


Compared 
With Prompt 


Slaughter of Diseased Ani- 
mals 


Washington—The European method 


for controlling the foot-and-ir.outh dis- 
ease by rigid quarantine is relatively 
ineffective compared with the prompt 
slaughter of diseased and exposed ani- 
mals, as practiced in the United States. 
_European officials with whom Amer- 
ican scientists discussed methods of 
combating foot - and-mouth disease 
agreed that, when its extent is limited 
to a small percentage of-animals, the 
slaughter and clean-up method is the 
only effective one, besides being the 
most economical. 


STUDY DISEASE ABROAD 


The scientists who have recently re- 


turned from a year's study of the 
foot-and-mouth disease in Europe are 
Dr. Harry W. Schoenmg- of the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Dr. Jacob Traum of the University of 
California and Dr. Peter K. Olitskv of 
the Rockefeller; Institute for Medical 
Research. 
' The highly infectious nature of the 
foot-and-mouth virus, its extremely 
small-size, and its ability to escape 
identification have made, the study of 
foot-and-mouth disease almost an im- 
possible ta&k. 


VIRUS IS ACTIVE 


The virus-is extremely active and 


dangerous. The organism is too small 
to be seen by the most powerful mis- 
roscopes. 


The resistance of the virus to strong 


antiseptics proved surprisingly great. 
Sixty per cent alcohol kills ordinary 
bacteria within a minute but it failed 
to destroy tho virus of foot-and-mouth 
disease in 26'houi^. 
-.The "men report that the foot-and- 
mouth disease is one-of the most con- 
tagious' diseases known and their at- 
tempts to. produce an "active artificial 
immunity against foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease so far liave been unsuccessful.

ADVISES FARMERS 


OF MANY DETAILS 


IN CHICK RAISING 


Proper Early Care Will Save 


Pullets, U. XV. Professor 
Points Out ^ 


Don't neglect "the details - in raising 
chicks. 


This is the advice offered Outasamie- 


co farmers by J. B. Hayes, assistant 
professor of poultry husbandry. Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, in a letter to R. 
A. Amundspn. county 'agent. 


In. outlining a chick brooding plan, 


he urges early hatching. To insure the 
best results, the breeder should buy 
three chicks for every pullet expected, 
in the fall, and set six eggs for every 
pullet expected. 
A portable 
colony 


house ihould be used for their care. 


Get all the chicks at one time, and 


warm their hoxise with a coal burning 
brooder stove. The 300 chick size 
should l)e used for 250 chicks, and the 
1.000 
chick size for any number ex- 


ceeding 250. The stove should bo oper- 
ated according1 to action of chicks and 
not by the thermometer. The stove 
should be placed at the rear of, the 
house, and the corners of the structure 
should be banked. 


The chicks should be fed a complete 


ration. The correct 
composition in- 


cludes ground yellow corn, standard 
wheat middlings, chick size limestone 
or pearl grit or line oyster shell, chick 
size raw bone or special steam bone, 
fine salt, and milk. Dried milk may be 
added. 


Do not use mouldy corn, feet or lit- 


ter, and do not make changes in the 
above suggested composition.

Pea Canning Company Em- 


ploys 90 Persons; to Have 
527 Acres This Year

Special Farm Writer 


HHbcrt—The Yalders Canning com- 


pany has been operaaing a pea can- 
ning plant in this village the past 
three years and another at Valders 
the past fifteen years. Last season 
the Hilbert plant used the product of 
230 growers and 6C9 acres, packed -S3,- 
000 cases of peas, stacked at the plant 
vines enough to make -450 tons of pea 
s>ilago and stacked the product of 6S 
acres at each of eight viners distrib- 
uted about the territory of tho com- 
pany. It employed 90 men and wom- 
en during tho canning season. 
The 


company has 4,000 bushels of peas on 
most of which was raised in Manito- 
woc-co, on hand ready for distribution 
to growers, 'it shipped 50 cars of 
canned peas all over the United States 
during the past year, and has 14,000 
cases still on hand. 


This plant paid growers $2,000 last 


season for canning peas, and 4 cents 
•<\ pound for teed peas and gave the 
pea silage to the growers for the haul- 
ing. Labor costs amounted to $11,- 
000. 


Originally the company bought a 


very good grade of pea seed from seed 
companies, and distributed it to grow- 
_ers. Since the 
introduction of the 


seed, the company and the growers co- 
operating have prevented new seed 
from getting mixed and have kept it 
clean. 


3 YEAR ROTATION 


For growing peas, the company fav- 


ors a five year rotation, no inocula- 
tion of seed, no special fertilization of 
pea fields for the pea crop, and is 
troubled with no pea diseases except 
root rot in a light form and in occas- 
ional cases. 


The company's plant is made up of 


five buildings—a warehouse, GS feet 
by 140 feet: a viner shed, GO feet by 
SO feet; a mam building, t\\o stories, 
42 feet by SG feet: a retoit loom, 40 
feet by 40 feet, and a garage, 14 feet 
by 40 feet. The plant is floored 
in 


concrete, is equipped with the latest 
and best machinery and is absolutely 
modern in every respect according to 
the superintendent.
